The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 14-18, 23-25, 27, 29 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Honjo (5432769). 

The reference shows an optical data recording and reproducing apparatus comprising: 

encoding a first data to recorded into an encoded data 1 , storing the encoded data into 

a buffer 2, pausing a recording operation by detecting the data amount stored into the 

memory by element 14, if the data amount is less than a predetermined value then data 

recording is stilled (stopped, paused) column 4 lines 50-55). The data is maintained in 

the device, since the data is not being read nor recorded on the disk as cited in column 

2 lines 60-65 meeting the claimed invention. 

With respect to the limitation of claim 15 and 16 see element 2. 

With respect to the limitation of claim 17. The limitation is merely a desired result of the 

claimed invention as well as the reference cited column 3 lines 46-52. 

With respect to the limitation of claim 18. The reference is drawn to an optical disk 

recording apparatus recording data onto an optical disk (thus the optical disk ir 

recordable). 
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With respect to the limitations of claims 23 and 24. The limitations are drawn to the 
memory fill control as cited by element 14. 

With respect to the limitations of claims 25 and 27. The claims read on a sync or 
address signal read from a disk to determine the start position. Such limitation is a 
logical capability in order to continuously write data on a disk during an interruption. 
With respect to the limitation of claim 29. The reference is drawn to a recording, pausing 
and start recording again operation. Thus the limitation "discontinuing said pause signal" 
is present. 

Claim 38 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sasaki 
(5532991). 

The reference shows an optical disk recording and reproducing apparatus wherein data 
is recorded on a recordable disk 1 comprising: an encoding circuit 8. a memory 40 a 
CIRC encoder for generating encoded data being stored into a memory 12. The 
encoder is CIRC having a pause signal from the controller 1 1 in order to maintain a 
memory fill level. 

Claims 33-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Roth 
et al (5463607). 

The reference shows an optical disk reading and recording apparatus wherein the data 
is recorded on a recordable disk having an input buffer for storing the input data 6, an 
encoding circuit for receiving the stored data from the buffer and storing the data within 
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the encoder buffer 50a, a pause circuit for pausing the encoding circuit 9b in response 

to a level fill of the input buffer and a counter to determine the start position of the data 

(address or sync signal) column 3 lines 60-65 and column 6 lines 55-65. 

With respect to the limitation of claim 35. see element 3. 

With respect to the limitation of claim 36. the reference is drawn to maintaining a 

predetermined memory fill level as indicated in figs 2 and 4. 

With respect to the limitation of claim 37 see element C13'. 

Claims 19-22, 26, 28, 30 and 31 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
None of the cited prior art shows or teaches not to record a run-in and run-out sectors 
during the resumption of data recording on the disk.
